A continuous line of murine lymphocytes persistently infected 
with Moloney virus will be under investigation in our laboratory. In agreement : 
with others, we have shown that maximum synthesis of viral antigens occurs 
during the G^ phase of the lymphocyte, cell cycle. This implies that there is a 
limited period in the cell cycle during which the viral genome can be expressed, 
and is an example of host control of virus function.
